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EL SALVADOR: SECURITY PROSPECTS 

Between now and the elections scheduled for late this year, 
we foresee increased efforts by the insurgents to seize the 
military initiative and intimidate the population from voting. 

— They are particularly anxious to conduct raids and 

terrorism in large urban areas to demonstrate the lack of 
government security. 

— The Army will have to stay on the offensive to keep the 
insurgents off-balance, but military shortages and 
logistical problems will make this difficult. 

— There will be a tendency to fall back on the defensive as 
the election date approaches, resulting in some 
successful guerrilla surprise attacks. 

— Nevertheless, we believe that the insurgents are not 
strong enough to seize and hold a major city, but they 
could score gains in isolated rural areas.
